Pomar on 21 April 1947 1n which Pomer, 
as a friend, called on Smith to etianpt to bering abowt a prompt conciliation 
between the werring factions in Pareguay, and to work for a return to peace in 
that country. 


2. The contents of the letter of 14 May, of which Colonel Smith is purperted te be 
the author, explain how Colonel Smith wished to play a coneiliatory rele in Para 
guay, but how he was precluded froa so doing by the uwillingness of membera of 
the Goverment and of the Arar to depose Morinigo, and by their desire to racri- 

w-« $$Fee the Navy. He further states that he departed frem the country in order not. 
to become involved in the shedding of the blood of clvilians and sailors in the 
aprteings in Asuncion of late April. 


Be The most significant part of Colonel Smith's alleged letter, however, is his 

statement thet Argentina has. agreed to supply arms to the Government of Par: AGUS » 
't, is steted that an ayreamant signed by Colonel. Enilio Diaz de Vivar, Chie! of 

the General Staff, during his trip to Buenos Aires in April, provided for the 
supplying by Argentina every two wseks of 1000 rifles, 500 mortar pronades, 
500 artillery grenades, 1000 hend grenades with « high explosive pover,. ant. 
1..000,000 machine gun end rifle bullete.. It is said to be anticipated in the 

_ acrecnent that in three months Argentine would provide the Morinigo Governzant 

“" ith all the var materiels it desires, of the kind and in the quantity 1% zoeds. 
The author of the letter states that hin hasty departure from Paraguay prevanted 
him from presenting to General. Fumar docunentary proof of the existence of the. 
agreement. But the writer points out to General. Ponar that the former knows his 
word of honor as en ex-Commander in Chief of the Armed Forces of Paraguay is 
enough to substantiate the truth ef his assertions. Mnally, the author of the 
letter states that hundreds of persons in Argentina and Paraguey are taking part 
in this regrettable treffie in arma.
